It is often asserted that the great 
cities of the West owe their pros- 
perity to the rich agricultural country 
that surrounds them, or is tributary to 
them. This is repeated of Chicago. 
Minneapolis, Kansas City and a dozen 
other of the prosperous times of the 
great Upper Mississippl Valley.

In fact. some 
of the most renowned cities in history

and had sent off nearly all his staff and 
orderlies on various errands, and him- 
self had passed into a narrow path or 
road that led to the left and rear of 
Gen. Giles A. Smith’s division, which 
was Gen. Blair’s extreme left; thata 
few minutes after he had entered the 
wood a sharp volley was heard in that 
direction, and his horse had come out 
riderless, having two, wounds. The 
suddenness of this terrible ealami 
would have overwhelmed me with grief, 
but the living demanded my whole 
thoughts.

During the celebration of the New 
Year, now going on in the Chinese 
San ont there are many rich and beau- 
ful costumes to be seen worn by the 
almond damsels of the 
spot of the city. The love of bright 
colors is not more marked among the 
chan among the Orientals, and 
ridhness of apparel with them 
above dainty food and domestic clean- 
Uness. The blending and association 


of colors exhibited in their dresses is 


very interesting and not a little pecu- 
liar to the Géntile eye. No contrast to 
the Mongol is too striking; no mass of 
colors too glaring, and no single shade 
too vivid.
